PittsBelcl atill holds the record for relay 


bicycle riding in Berkshire county. In 
the competitive race run today by men 
under the auspices of the Young Men's 
Christian association of this city and the 
city of Pittsfleld, Pittsfield lowered hoi- 
record 2 minutes and 33 seconds and de- 
feated the North Adama men 23 minutes. 


The roads were very heavy in the south 


part of the county. It rained most of the 
time of the race, The North Adams men 
attribute their defeat to accidents. It is 
not known how many mishaps occured, 
but nothing serious happened. Do bones 
were broken if time was lost. Powers 
lowered the record over the relay alloted 
to him by quite a number of minutes but 
returning lost it all on account of the 
heavy road. He bad t" walk up the bills 
down which a flood of water was atream- 
ing. BartJett and Graves lost the road at 
Lee and rode to Tyringham, adding eight 
miles to the race. Jarvie lost five min- 
utes on his stretch because of rain. Vad- 
nais' wheel broke down and Wells, his 
companion, rode on alone. 


The distance covered was 102 miles. 


The riders started from Pitts&eld, one 
party going south and the other north. 
Chief Nicholson of the Pittsfield police 
feme and Frank W. Brewsterwere timers. 


Tne teams are made up and will cover 


the courses as follows: North Adams, 
Pittsfield to Lanesboro, Jarvie and Powers 
Lanesboro to Cheshire, Powers and Rigo; 
Cheshire to Adams, Powers and Taylor; 
Adams to North Adams, Rice and Isbell; 
Pittsfield to Lenox, Wells and Vadnais; 
Lenox to Lee, Haskins and Messier; Lee 
to Stockbridge, Bartlett 
and Graves; 


Stockbridge to Great Barrington, Graves 
and Shultz; Great Barrington to Sheffield, 
Watson and Underwood. The riders will 
return over the same courses with the ex- 
ception of the return Strip, Sheffield to 
Great Barrington, when Cott will be sub- 
stituted for Underwood, and the return 
from Morth Adams to Adams, when 
Roach and Means will carry the message.

LIKE GRAVEYARDS. 


Coal Mines In Piitsburg District Are 


Nearly; All Shut Down. 


MINERS BASKING IN THE SHADE. 


Strike Promises to Be One of 


Greatest in the Country. 


Plttsburg, July 12.—Yesterday marked 


the beginning of the second week of the 
coal miners strike, and already it grives 
promise of being t^ie of the greatest 
•wage struggles In the history of this 
country. Nine days ago the coal opera- 
tors in this district and yre miners them- 
selves little dreamed t'hat within one 
short v. eek such an area of general sus- 
pension could be wrought as now exists 
in the bituminous mining Industry. Then 
the mouth of the many coal tipples that 
dot the 
Monongahela, Tcmgrhlogheny, 


Alleghany and Peters Creek valleys and 
the valleys of Toms and Millers' run, 
were open and-turning out thousands 
and thousands of tons of the best coal 
that enters into the competitive markets 
of the world. 'Now all is changed. The 
vast caverns are like so many grave- 
yards. 


On the hillsides, basking in the shac3f>, 


there is an army of IS 000 unemployed, 
who are a.nxiously waiting for more to 
Join the troops of idlers. On nearly every 
railroad track leading to the mines there 
stand empty cars. 


The success that has attended the 


movement has greatly pl&ted the min- 
ers, and during- the next few days every 
effort will be made to bring out the men 
in the few mines thn.t are still working. 
This will be a difficult task, but they 
express confidence in their ability to 
make the suspension complete. 


From the best information obtainable 


the Pittsburg operators are in no hurry 
to have the 
difficulty adjusted. So 


many of them had stocks on railroad 
sidings which they hpld for an advance. 
Much of this was disposed of Saturday 
at a good profit. One prominent opera- 
tor said that It would take another week 
to determine the exact state of the mar- 
ket, and by that time a general cleaning 
up will have taken place. All interested 
will be ready to begin business an a. new 
basis and probably at a higher price. 


"This whole thing will rasult In a com- 


promise," sa,id another prominent oper- 
ator. "The operators are In a position 
to stand It for somt time, and I believe 
the miners are in about the same condi- 
tion. 


"It looks as If business will brighten 


up, and In that event the operators will 
bo able to get better prices, and the con- 
dition of business and the condition of 
the miner will be simultaneously Im- 
proved." 


The Only Obstacle. 
Just now the greatest obstacle In the 


•way of success of the miner Is fhe ac- 
tivity of the diggers in the West Vir- 
ginia fields. They are working night 
and day and are getting ready to supply 
all the coal that is needed. They are re- 
peating what they did three years ago, 
when a general suspension was declared. 
At that time there were a number of 
operators In the mountain state that 
•were on tie verge of bankruptcy. The 
general suspension was declared, and 
Uiere came a great demand for coal at 
prices that insured a big profit. The 
operators rallied around them a large 
(number of men, whose friendship and 
support they have encouraged 
ever 


since. The operators profited by thou- 
sands and thousands of dollars. When 
the season had finished and the strike 
was declared a failure they balanced 
their books and found thir.?s on tha 
proper side of their ledgers. They 
realized that they owed much of their 
profit to their miners, and rewarded 
them for It. On every succeeding pay 
flay the faithful 
miners were paid 


bonuses in the shape of gold pieces, and 
naturally the best of feeling prevails 
•.mp.ne.the employers and employes.

The militia 
will be used as soon as there is any reason 
for it. All the commanders have been 
communicated with and ordered to be 
ready to take command ot their troops at 
shortest notice. 


It is announced that the Cleveland, Lor- 


ain & Wheeling railroad which is the di- 
rect line through Ohio, began today haul- 
ing West Virginia coal, but there has been 
no trouble. So far the strike leaders are 
trying to keep their men from creating 
disturbances. 


A great change has como over 'the 


miners of this state, and the coal operat- 
ors do not disguise their intention to do 
their beat to keep the labor organizers 
from doing effective work. Meetings of 
people were held at Thacher, Elk Horn 
and Blue Field last evening, but no defin- 
ite action was taken though sympathy 
for the strkers was expressed at eJl of 
these large gatherings.

Guldensuppe's 
Murderers 


Meet. 
Legal Quibbling 


Has Begun. 


New York, July 12.—Martin Thorn and 


Mrs. Augusta Nack, indicted for the mur- 
der of Guldensnppe, were arraigned today 
before Judge Newberger, Court of Gen- 
eral Sessions. The prisoners seemed to be 
fully alive to the situation they were in, 
and for the first time since their arrest 
the lines of care were visible on their 
features. 


He held that the grand jury of New 


York has no jurisdiction over a crime 
committed in any other county. It was 
agreed that the demurrer would be argued 
on July 21. The prisoners during the 
court proceedings do not speak to each 
other, nor did they exchange any look of 
recognition. 


William F. Howe for Thorn and Eman- 


uel Friend for Mrs. Nack, both presented 
demurrers, and the former demanded to 
see the grand jury's minutes, adding that 
the indictment was fatally defective, be- 
cause it charged two crimes in different 
counties, conspiracy in New York and 
murder in Queens. 


Terrible Railway Disaster. 


Copenhagen, July 12.—A terrible rail- 


way disaster took place about midnight at 
Gentofte, a few miles from here. The 
express from Belsingoer ran onto a pas- 
senger train standing at the station, 
wrecked eight passenger carriages, killing 
40 persons and injuring 60 others. Most 
of the victims are of the artizan class 
The dead and injured have been conveyed 
on ambulance trains to this city. 


JEALOUSY THE CAUSE 


Two Westport Farmers Were In Love 


With the Same Woman. 


ONE DEAD, THE OTHER IN JAIL. 


The Men Drank Together and 


Seemed Friendly. 


Fall Hiver, Mass., July 12.—Holder 


Alonzo Tripp, a farmer of Westgort, was 
found dead on the New Bedford road at 
a late hour Saturday night, and Jerry 
Manchester, another Westport farmer, 
Is under arrest in this city charged with 
his murder. Tripp lived on Fisher's 
road, Westport, and for some time past 
until a week aeo had as his housekeeper 
Sarah Reagan, who was also known as 
Sarah Smith. About a week ago, Man- 
chester, who was infatuated xvith the 
woman, married her and took her from 
Tripp'3 house to his own on Sanford's 
road. 


The marriage and the removal of the 


woman caused much jealousy and bad 
feeling between the two men, but what 
passed between 
them was known 


only to themselves and Mrs. Manches- 
ter. Saturday night Manchester and 
bis wife drove into Fall River, and Tripp 
also came into the city with his own 
toam. The two men were drinking to- 
gether In Sexton's saloon In Flint vil- 
lage, but th»y are not known to have 
quarreled, and nothing Is known of their 
movements after leaving the saloon, ex- 
cept by the statements made by Man- 
chester afteT his arrest. About 11:30 
p. m. the last oar on the New Bedford 
and Fall River electric line, when one 
mile out of the city on its last trip, came 
across Tripp's body lying in the middle 
of the road. Mrs. Manchester was sit- 
ting in the road holding the Injured man's 
head In her lap, while her husband was 
standing over them. Tripp's head was 
covered with blood, and he was fearfully 
bruised. He was then dying, and ex- 
pired before a, physician could be sum- 
moned. 


The passengers on the car and such 


other citizens as had collected, while 
not laying hands 
upon Manchester, 


managed to detain him until Fall River 
officers could be notified, when he was 
taken into custody and brought to this 
city, where he was locked up. He pro- 
tested his innocence, and told his story 
-• *v' ow-'r as follows: 
_- ^- — 


He said that he started flrst from Fan 


River for his home in Westport with his 
wife in their wagon. They stopped at a 
[watering trough on Eastern avenue, 
Just on the outskirts of the city, to water 
their horse, and while stopping there 
Tripp drove by alone In his wagon, also 
on his way home. After their horse had 
finished drinking they followed on after. 
When they reached the point In the road 
where Tripp's body was found later their 
horse shied, but he thought little about 
It and kept on to the Sanford road, 
where they overtook Tripp's team, but 
the driver of the latter was not in sight. 
Manchester says he then associated the 
shying of his horse with the fact that 
Tripp was missing, and that tbe latter 
had been drinking, and fearing that 
some accident had befallen the latter he 
got Inito Tripp's wagon, Turned 
the 


horse around, and telling his wife to 
follow In his own wagon, drove back to 
the place where he found Tripp lying 
In the middle of the road bruised and 
bleeding. 
An autopsy held yesterday afternoon 


by Medical Examiner Dolan and other 
physicians revealed that fact that death 
was caused by fractures of the skull. 
There were several fractures and many 
cuts and bruises, indicating that some 
Jjlunt instrument had been used upon 
him. 
It is believed by the police that 


the men met and quarrelled about the 
woman, and that Tripp was kicked to 
flfath. 
The woman made but few statements, 


among them one to the effect that "'both 
these men were crazy about me, but I 
bad no hand in this." She was covered 
with blood, there were blood stains on 
the prisoner's clothes and traces of blood 
were found in both wagons. 


It is reported on what Is considered 


excellent authority that Manchester has 
confessed that he had a ciuarrel with 
Tripp Saturday night while the men 
were on their way home and struck him 
with a beer bottle, causing his death. 


According to the alleged confession, 


Manchester says that through jealousy, 
because his wife used to live with Tripp, 
lie planned to do the latter injury, and 
to that end drank with Tripp in Fall 
River and started for home at the same 
time as the latter. 


At the point of the road where the body 


v/as found he got out of hie wagon and 
went forward to drink beer In'Tripp's 
(ivagon. When they had emptied, a few 
bottles they indulged in someangry con- 
versation, and Manchester struck Tripp 
a savage blow between the eyes with a 
bottle, knocking him from the wagon. 


Then going around the back of the 


wagon Manchester fell on his victim1 
prostrate form and hammered it with 
his heels. At this his wife sprang from 
his wagon and tried to interfere, and 
when she found that Tripp did not rise 
from the ground she raised his headand 
(ttcmpted to revive him- -~*~

Country From a-Moral and' ReliRloul 
Standpoint—Counsel to Those Who Hold 


' Public Positions. 


WASHINGTON, July 4.—This sermon ot 


•Dr. Tnlmage discusses from a moral and 
religions standpoint! the welfare of all ths 
towns and cities of our country. His text 
ia Ezeticl xxvli, 8, "O then that art situ- 
ate nt the entry o{ the sen!" 


This is n part of an impassioned apos- 


trophe to the city of Tyro. It was a beau- 
tiful city—a majestic city. At the east end 
of the Mediterranean it sat with one hand 
beckoning the inland trade aurl with ths 
other the commerce of foreign nations. II 
ewmiga monstrous boom across its hnr- 
bor to shut out foreign enemies and then 
swung back that boom to let in its friends. 
The air of the desert was fragrant with 
the spices brought by caravans to her fairs, 
anrt all soas were cleft into foam by the 
kuels of her laden merchantmen. Her mar- 
kets were rich with horses and mnles and 
camels from Tognrraah; with upholstery 
and chony and ivory from Ded'trj; with 
emeralds nnd agate and coral from Syria; 
with wine from Holuon; with finest nco 
cilowork from Ashur and Chilmad.

about the splendid staterooms of your Cu- 
nnrcl and Innmn and White SStar lines of 
international steamers—why, the tenches 
of the staterooms in thosii Tyvinn ships 
were all ivory, and instead of onr coarse 
canvas on the must of the shipping, they 
htid the finest linen, quilted together and 
Inwrought with embroideries almost mi- 
raculous for beauty. Its columns over- 
shadowrtl all nations. Distant empires 
felt Its heartbeat.

at the entry of the sea." 


But whore now is the gleam of her tow- 


ers, the roar oj her chariots, the mast^ of 
her shipping? Lot the fishermen who dry 
their nets on the place where she once 
stood, let the sea that rushes upon the liar- 
renness where she onco .challenged the ncl- 
miration of all nations, let the barbarians 
who build their huts on the placo where 
her palaces glittered, answer the question. 
Blotted out forever! S!io forgot God, 
and 


God forgot her. 
Anrl while our modern 


cities admire her glory let them tako warn- 
ing at her awful doom. 


The First City. 


Cain was the founder oC the first city, 


and I suppose it took nftor him in moral's. 
It is ft long while before a city can get over 
the c-hnracter of thoso who founded it. 
Were they criminal exiles, the filth, and 
fcho prisons, and the debauchery are the 
Ehadowa of sncih founders. 
New York 


will not for 300 or 300 years escape from 
fcho good influences of its founders, the 
pious settlers whoso prayers went up from 
the very streets where now banks discount, 
and brokers shave, and companies declare 
dividends, and smugglers swear custom 
house lies, and above the roar of the draya 
and the crack of tho auctioneers' mallets ie 
heard the ascription, "We worship thee, O 
thou almighty dollar!" 
The church that 


once stood on Wall street still throws its 
blessing over all the scene of traffic and 
upon tho ships that fold their white wings 
in tha harbor. Originally men gathered 
in cities from necessity. It was to escape 
the incendiary's torch or the assassin's 
dngger. Only the very poor lived in the 
country, those who had nothing that could 
be stolon or vagabonds who wanted to be 
near their placo of business, but since civ- 
ilization and religion have made it safe 
for men to live almost anywhere men con 
gregato in cities because of the opportunity 
for rapid gain. Cities are not necessarily 
evils, as has sometimes been argued. They 
have been tho birthplace of civilization. 
In them popular liberty has lifted up its 
voice. Witness Genoa and Pisa and Ven- 
ice. The entrance of the representatives 
ct the cities in the legislatures of Europe 
Was the deathblow to feudal kingdoms. 
Cities are the patronizers of art and litera- 
ture—»architecture pointing to its British 
museum in London, its Royal library in 
Paris, its Vatican in Rome. Cities hold 
the world's scepter. 
Africa was Carthage, 


<3reoc» was Athens, England is London, 
Franco is Paris. Italy is Rome and the 
cities in which God has cast oor lot will 
yet dccido the destiny of the American peo- 
plo. 


At this season of the year I have thought 


It might be useful to talk a little while 
about the moral responsibility resting up- 
on the office bearers in all our cities, a 
theme as appropriate to those who are gov- 
erned as to tho governors. The moral 
character of those who rule a city has 
much to do with the character of the city 
Itself, Men, women and children are all 
interested in national politics. When the 
great presidential election comes, every 
patriot wants to be found at the ballot 
box. 
Wa are nil interested in the discus- 


Kion o£ national finance, national debt, 
and we read the laws of congress, and wo 
are -wondering who will sit nest in the 
presidential chair. Now, that may ba all 
very well—is very well. But it is high 
tirno that we took some of the attention 
which wo h»vo been devoting to national 
affairs and brought it to tho study of mu- 
nicipal government. This it seems to me 
now is the chief point to bo token. Make 
the cities right and the nation will be 
right. I have noticed that, according to 
their opportunities, there has really been 
more corruption in municipal governments 
in this country than in tho stato and na- 
tional legislature;;. Now, is there no hope? 
With the mightiest agent in our hand, tho 
glorious gospel of Jesus Christ, shall not 
all our cities be reformed and purified niid 
redeemed? I believe tho day will come. 
I am ill full sympathy with those who are 
opposed to carrying polities into religion. 
but our cities will never be reformed and 
purified until we carry religion Into poli- 
tics. I look over our cities and I see that 
all great interests are to be affected in tho 
future, as they haiw been affected in 'the 
past, by the character of those who in tho 
different departments rule ovsr ua, and S! 
propose to classify some of those interests. 


Commer<*ial Ethics. 


In the first place, I remark commercial 


ethics ara always affected by the moral or 
immoral character of those who have mu • 
nicipal snpremacy. Officials that wink at 
fraud and that have neither censure nor 
arraignment for glittering dishonesties al- 
ways weaken the pulse of commercial hon- 
or. Every shop, every store, every bazaar, 
every factory in the cities Jeels the moral 
character of the city hall. If in any city 
there be a dishonest mayoralty, or an un- 
principled common council, or a court sus- 
(Ceptiblo to bribes, in that city there will 
be unlimited license for all kinds of trick- 
ery and sin, while, on the other hand, it 
officials are faithful to their oath of office. 
If the laws are promptly executed, if there 
IB vigilance in regard to the outbranchings 
of crime, there is the highest protection 
lor all bargain making. 


A merchant may stand in bis store and 


§ay: "Now, I'll have nothing to do w.ith 
city politics. I will not soil my hands 
with the slush." Nevertheless the moat 
Insignificant trial in the police court will 
nfleot that merchant directly or indirectly. 
What style of clerk issues the writ? What 
style of constable makes the arrest? What 
style of attorney issues the plea? What 
stylo of judge charges the jury? What 
stylo of sheriff executes the sentence? 
"'' ". r.re noestions that strike your count- 
ing rooms to the center. You may not 
thrmv it off. In the city of New York 
Clu-Htian merchants for a great while 
luiil, "We'll have nolhirp; to do with the 
management of public affairs," and they 
allowed everything to go at loose onus un- 
til there rolled up iu that city a debt of 


nearly $120,000,000. The municipal gov- 
ernment became a hissing and a byword 
in the whole earth, and then the. Christian 
merchants saw their folly, and they went 
and took possession of the ballot boxes. I 
wish all commercial men to understand 
that they are not independent of the moral 
character of the men who rule over them, 
but most be thoroughly, mightily affected 
by them. 


So also of the educational interests of a 


city. Do you know that there are in this 
country about 70,000 common, schools, 
and that there are over 8,000,000 pupils, 
and that tho majority of those schools 
and tho majority of tboso pupils are 
in our cities? Now, this great multitude 
of children will be affected by the intelli- 
gence or ignorance, the virtue or the-vice 
of boards of education and boards o£ con- 
trol. There ara cities where educational 
alTairs are ,*etCled in tho low caucus in the 
abandoned parts of tho cities by men full of 
ignorance and rnm. It ought not to be 
so, bnt in many cities it is so. I hear tho 
tramp of coming generations. 
What that 


groat multitude of youth shall be for this 
world and the next will be affected very 
much by tho character of: your public 
schools. 
You had better multiply the 


moral and religious influences about the 
common schools rather than subtract from 
them. 
Instead of driving the Bible out, 


you had better drive the Bible further in. 
May God listond our glorious common 
bchool system mid send into rout and con- 
fusion all'its sworn enemies. 


City omcials. 


I have also to say that the character of 


officials in a city affects tho domestic cir- 
cle. 
In a city where grogshops have their 


own way and gambling hells ai-e not in- 
terfered with, and for fear of losing polic- 
iral influence officials close their eyes to 
festering abominations—ill all tho.-.e cities 
tho homo interests need to make implovii- 
tion. Tho family circles of the1 city in'ist 
inevitably he affected by the nioni! charac- 
ter or the immoral character of those who 
rule over them. 


I will go further and say that tho reli- 


gious interest-; oi n city arc thus, niTccLctl. 
The church today has to contend with 
evils that the civil law ought to =mke, 
rind, while I would not have tho civil KOV- 
crnment in any wise relax its energy in 
the arrest and punishment of crime, I 
would have a thousandfold more energy 
put forth in the drying up of the fountains 
of iniquity. 
The church of God asks no 


pecuniary aid from political power, but 
does ask that in addition to all tlio evils 
we muft necessarily contend against we 
shall not have to light also municipal neg- 
ligenro. 
Oh, t;hnt in all onr cities Chris- 


tian people would rise up, and that they 
would put their hand on the helm before 
piratical demagogues have swamped the 
ship! Instead of giving so much timo to 
national politics, give some of your atten 
tion to municipal government. 


I demand that the Christian people who 


have bofii standing aloof from public af- 
fairs come back, and in the might of God 
try to save our cities. 
If things are or 


have been bad, it is because good pecplo 
have let them be bad. Tbnt Christian man 
who merely goes to the polls and casts his 
vote doos not do his duty. It is not the 
ballot box that decides tho election; it is 
the political caucus, and if at tho primary 
meetings of the two political parties unflt 
and bad men are nominated, then the bal- 
lot box has nothing to do save to take its 
choice between two thieves. Iu our 
churches, by reformatory organization, in 
every way lot us try to tone up tho moral 
sentiment in these cities. The rulers arc 
those whom ihe people choose, and depend 
upon it that, in all the cities, as long as 
pure hearted mon stand aloof from politico 
because they despise hot partisanship, just 
60 long in many of our cities will rum 
make the nominations, and rum control 
the ballot box, and rum inaugurate the 
officials. 


I take a step further in this subject and 


ask all those who believe in tho omnipo- 
tence of prayer, day by (lay and every day, 
present your city omcials before God for a 
blessing. If you live in ;i city presided 
over by a mayor, pray fer him. The chief 
magistrate of a city is in a position of 
great responsibility. Many of tho kiugs 
and queens and emperors of otherdays had 
no such dominion. 
With tho scratch of a 


pen he may advance a beneficent institu- 
tion or balk a railway confiscation. 
By 


appointments he may bless or curse every 
hearthstona in tho city. If in the Episco- 
pal churches, by the authority of tho lit- 
any, 
and in our nonepiscopsto churches 


we every Sabbath pray for tho president el 
the United States, why not, then, bo just 
as hearty in our supplications for tho chief 
magistrates of cities, for Their guidance, 
for their health, for their present and their 
everlasting morality? 


Tlie Common Council. 


But go further, and pray for your com- 


mon council, if your city has a common 
council. They hold in their hands a pcnvei 
splendid for good or terrible for evil. They 
have many temptations. In many of the 
cities whole boards of common council men 
have alone down in tlie maelstrom of polit- 
ical corruption. They could not stand this 
power of the bribe. 
Corruption came in 


und sat beside them, and sat behind them, 
and sat be-fore them. They recklessly 
voted away tho hnrd earned moneys of the 
people. They were bought out, body, mind 
and soul, so that at the end of their term 
of office they had not enough of moral re- 
mains left to make a decent funeral. They 
went into office with tho huzza of the mul- 
titude. They came out with tho anathema 
of all decent people. There is not one man 
out 'of n hundred that can endure tho temp- 
tations of the common council men in our 
great cities. If a man in that position 
have the courage of a Cromwell, and the 
independence of an Androw Jackson, and 
the publicspiritcdness of a John Frederick 
Oberlin, and the piciy of an Edward Pay- 
son, 
he will have no surplus to throw 


away. Pray for these men. Every man 
likes to be prayed for. Do you know how 
Dr. Normftn McLeod became the Queen's 
ohaplain? It was byn warm hearted prayer 
in the Scotch kirk, in behalf of the royal 
family, one Sabbath when the queen and 
her son were present incognito. 


The Police. 


Yes, go further, my triends, and pray 


for your police. Their perils and tcmpta- 
tioi.s best known to themselves. They 
hold the order aud peace of your cities in 
their grasp. But for their intervention 
7011 would not bo safe for an hour. They 
snnet face the storm. They must rush in 
"where it seems to them almost instant 
death. 
They must put the hand of arrest 


on the armed maniac and corner the rmir- 
doror. 
They must refuse largo rewards for 


withdrawing complaints. They must un- 
ravel intricate plots and trace dark laby- 
rinths of crime and develop suspicions into 
certainties. They must be cool while oth- 
ers are frantic. 
Thoy must be vigilant 


while others are somnolent, impersonating 
the very villainy they want to ieize. Iu 
tho police forces of our great cities are to- 
day men of as thorough character as that 
of the old detective of New York, addressed 
to whom there came letters from London 
asking for help ten years after he was dead 
—letters addressed to "Jacob Hayes, High 
Constable of New York." Your police 
need vour appreciation, your eyinpathy, 
your gratitude and, above all, your pray- 
ers. 
Yea, I want you to go further and 


pray every day for prison inspectors and 
jailkcepcrs, work awful and beneficent. 
Bough men, cruel men,- impatient men, 
are not fit for those places. They have un- 
der their care men who were once as gooii 
as you, but they got tripped up. Bad com- 
pany or strong drink or strange conjunc- 
tion of circumstances fluiig them headlong. 
Go down that prison corridor and ask 
them how they got in and about their 
families and what their early prospects in 
life were, and you will find that thav "o 


very much like yourself, except in tfils, 
that God kept you while he did not restrain 
them. Just one false step made the differ- 
ence between thsm and you. They want 
more than prison bars, more than jail 
fare, more than handcuffs and hopplers, 
more than a vermin covered conch to re- 
form them. Pray God day by day that the 
men who have these unfortunates in ohargs 
may bemei-oiful, Christianl? strategic and 
the means of reformation aud rescue. 


Some years ago a city pastor hi New 


York was called to tho city prison to at- 
tend a funeral. A youn$ woman had com- 
mitted a crime and was incarcerated, auil 
her mother cume to visit '.or, and died on 
the visit. The mother, having no home, 
wus buried from her daughter's prison 
cell. After tho service WBE over the im- 
prisoned daughter camo up to tba min- 
ister of Christ MIK! said, •''Wouldn't you 
like to see iny poor mother'.'" And while 
they stood at the cofT.r, tho minister of 
Christ said to that impr!.iuned soul, "D-m't 
you feel today, in the jiri'ti-ure of your 
mother's deud body, as :f you onjjiit to 
make a vow before Goti that you -will do 
differently and Jivo a better life?" She 
stoo'l for a few inoniouts, and Bhon tiie 
tears roiled do*.vn her choeks, ami fihfc 
pulled from her right haii'l the wornont 
glove that she had put tui in honor of the 
obsequies, and, having bai-oel her right 
hand, shupiu it upon t-iic chill brow of her 
dead mothei utul said: 
l'.IJy the help of 


Guil, I swear I will do differently! Cod 
help me!" And ;ln. kept her vow. And 
years after, when sho w.;5 t"!d ot tbo inci- 
dent, f-ho suid. "SVhen ilia!, minister of 
tlie gospel -,iid. 'OuJ Llcss you und help 
you to keep the VOY\' that you b-'Ai

THE RUSSIAN 


A. I.avit« Increase In the Population of 


Clt lea Shown by the Enumeration. ^ 


Russia is ODD of tbe few countries oi Ed- 


rope in whloh statements of tbb population 
are based net upon oSUclal enumeration, 
but upon estimates sometimes inaccurate. 
While, therefore, tho population of a olty, 
province or district of Russia haa been 
known in a general way, an eiqot and de- 
tailed record cl tbe number ot inhabitants 
st nny given time, suoh as i* kcAA In Lon- 
ilon, Paris and New York, bqs been lack- 
ing. 
Recently there has been taken a Cen- 


sus of the population of tho large cities of 
Russia, and tbe Novoe Vramya of Moscow 
gives details of the preliminary count.' 


Fifteen years ogo the population of Bus- 


sian cities was returned at follows: St, 
Petersburg, 
845,000, Moacow, 755,000; 


Warsaw, 430,000; Odessa, 340,000; Biga, 
176,000, and Khar-toff, 16B.OCO. 
These 


were the six cities in Russia having inois 
than 150,000 population each, according to 
the estimates made at that time. By tho 
census just completed— the first regular 
ceusus taken in Bussia— it is seen that St. 
Petersburg hos a population of 1,250,000 
or very little loss than tha city of Vienna, 
and more than Tokyo, Japan, This puts 
St. Petersburg seventh in the list of cities 
of the world, London being first, the en- 
larged New York second, Paris third, Ber- 
lin fourth, Canton fifth and %7ienna sistb. 


Tho next largest European city after 


St. Petersburg is Constantinople, the 
population of which has always been some- 
what conjectural, for a detailed enumera- 
tion of its inhabitants has never been 
made, and, moreover, the number of 
transients in Constantinople is at all times 
considerable. The second largest city of 
Bussia is Moscow, tho population of which 
was returned by the recent census as with- 
in a small fraction ot the million mark — 
937, 437. Moscow is a much older city than 
St. Petersburg, and it was for many years 
tho chicE city of Bussia, but that distinc- 
tion belongs to it no longer; though, as 
may be seen, the population of the old 
Bnssiau capital is largely on the increase. 
The third largest oity of Kuisia is Warsaw, 
with a population of 550,000, and Odessa 
is fourth, with a population of 350,000. 
Two Bussian cities which havo increased 
very largely are Kiev and Lodz in Poland. 
Fitteen years ago the population of Kiev 
was 120,000, but it is now 200,000. Fif- 
teen years ago the population of Lodz was 
110,000; it is now 150,000. Nineteen Bus- 
sian cities are returned as having upward 
of 100.000 inhabitants each. 
Thirty-flvs 


cities in the empire have more than 50,- 
000 population. Samarkand and Kokand 
occupy higher places iu the list than such 
ancient and important centers as Tyer, 
Kursk and Poltava. 


The complete results of the Russian cen- 


sus will bo made known by the end of 
August. Tho marked growth in the popu- 
lation of Russian cities is asoribable in 
considerable measure to the increased de- 
velopment of Hussian railroads and to the 
improved 
methods of communication 


throughout the oinpiro. The total popula- 
tion of Russia, urban and rural, with, col- 
onies inclurlnd, is for in excess of 100,000,- 
000, and the rate of increase ?J rapid,—

Prior to our Revolution a whipping post 


stood in Philadelphia at the southeast cor- 
ner of Third a«(l Market streets. 
They 


were also to bo found m most other Amer- 
ica!) cities at that time. The pillory, which 
usually accompanied the whipping of crim 
inals, was regarded as a species of public 
entertainment. 
The rabble evinced such 


pleasure in pelting the culprits with eggs, 
vegetables and clods that Watson, in lite 
historical annals of Philadelphia, declares 
that inasmuch as those punishments wcro 
inflicted only on market days tho prica of 
eggs was tlieu systematically higher than 
common. 


T.wo centuries ago those punishments 


were frequently accompanied by tho 
bar- 


barity of slitting the nostrils or clipping 
tho ears of the worst offenders. Afterward 
the sheriff usually held up the excised 
fragments of tbe cars to the gaze and vocif- 
erous appljiiiso of the multitude. Wo havo 
no rec-ord indicating that nose or ear split- 
ting ever prevailed in America, but in- 
stead thereof the pitiless pelting of tho of 
fenders with mud or oggs was a universal 
custom bequeathed to us by old Kngland 
and practiced until the date of the Revolu- 
tionary war. 


The penalty of whipping was also a sa- 


lient feature in the blue lawsof New Eng- 
land, as ruany miserable Quakers abun- 
dantly discovered whoso zeal had improvi- 
dently led them into these colonies. So 
strong was the prejudice against Quaker- 
Ism that it was punished by the cat-o'- 
nina-tails, while the victims were dragged 
at the rear of a cart from township to 
township. It was also deemed the only 
argument that could be used with slaves 
or white offenders of the lowest clnss, 
which could bo hoped to impress them 
with a proper scnso of their transgressions. 
To simply imprison an indolent slave- for 
a larceny was rather n rownrd than a pen- 
alty for liii crinioanrt left no conscientious 
reproaches upon his tori id outuw,—Cos- 


epoliun.

The movers in the 
matter are receiving considerable en- 
couragement, and if this concert is patro- 
nized, as they hope and expect it will be, 
they will go forward with renewed 
energy in the work of raising money for 
the erection ot a model but suitable build- 
ing for religious worship. *

Gathering lu tlie

were filled with embalming preparation 
and they were then placed in a preserv- 
ing fluid, and the coast was clear for an- 
other batch. This has been going on until 
90 or more cats of all ages, sizes, colors 
and conditions have been collected, most 
of which will be sent to Smith college for 
use in the biological department, and 
some will be reserved for use here. The 
movement has rid the town of quite a 
per centage of its feline population, and 
North Adams was drawn upon for part of 
the number,

THE ANARCHISTS THEORY OF LOVE 


In an Interview With a Transcript Re- 


• porter, Herr Most Outlined His 


Views. Revolution is the Only 


Hope 
of 
the 
People. 


Communism the Goal. 


Herr Johann Moat, the high priest of 


anarchy visited, Adams Sunday and ad- 
dressed a meeting ot about 500 people at 
Wenchell's grove. The greater part of 
the audience was German and conse- 
quenly Herr Most delivered his address in 
the German language. He spoke about 
an hour and was given the closest atten- 
tion by his hearers. A number of Ameri- 
cans drove out to the grove to see the 
famous man and had a conversa- 
tion 
with 
him 
at 
the 
close 


of 
his 
address. 
Herr 
Most 


expounded the principles of anarchy for 
his socialistic audience and had something 
to say about some of the socialistic and 
nationalistic movements that are agitating 
a part of the American people. The 
gathering was very orderly. A special 
officer had been detailed for the event,but 
found no use for himself. When the ad- 
dress concluded Herr Most and his friends 
made a tour of the town and finally land- 
ed at the home of Heinrich Suesprech on 
Beach street 
at which Herr 
Most 


was guest. 
Today 
the 
anarchist 


and 
his 
friends 
made 
another 


toor of Adams and visited this city. He 
says that it has been practically arranged 
that he will expound anarchy in this city 
next fall. He was at Adams Sunday under 
the auspices of the radical wing of the 
socialists of that town. 


A TANBCBIPT man sought an interview 


with Herr Most Sunday evening, and after 
much difficulty located him at his humble 
stopping place on Beach street. He was 
fatigued from his day's work and the ex- 
treme heat, but met the reporter very 
pleasantly. As he said himself, he was not 
a formidable-looking person, extremely 
militant and carrying all the weapons of 
assault that man could devise. He is a 
man of small stature, having considerable 
individuality but nothing to stamp him 
as a man who has carried social agitation 
to the extreme. The anarchistic hair was 
absent and in its place was a close crop of 
steel grey. His beard was cropped short, 
and were it not for a prominent enlarge- 
ment of the left cheek, Herr Most would 
pas I for an active, nervous foreigner, open 
to various classification. He has a type of 
mind, but not a type of personal appear- 
ance. It is evident he lives as he wishes 
others to live, in a state of the broadest 
freedom and caring little for the world's 
goods as long aa he gets the bare neces- 
saries of life. He is not finely dressed, but 
plainly attired, and from the quarter of 
Adams in which he was found is probably 
satisfied with the plainest of living. 


Herr Most adopts the classification of 


anarchist. It is not a term applied to 
him which he resents. He said anarchy 
la the true philosophy. It is difficult to 
explain it in a few words without it being 
misunderstood. 
The anarchists seek to 


place man in the highest state of freedom. 
He wishes to abolish law, because he be- 
lieves law unnecessary and he wishes to 
destroy property rights because he be- 
lieve property rights to be unjust. So- 
ciety, he thinks has a right to all 
society is possessed 
of and 
every 


member 
of 
society 
has 
an 


equal right. He claims that the history 
of man proves the anarchistic theory to 
be correct. 
Man at one time was abso- 


lutely free. 
He conducted himself as he 


pleased, lived from the common stock and 
laid no claim to exclusive right in any 
possession. He did not horde and did not 
deny 
his 
fellow. 
But 
in came 


the 
man 
who 
wished 
to 
horde 


and established property rights. The man 
with property rights becrme eventually 
the rich man. He formed the state and 
made laws for his own protection simply. 
This system of right, law and the state

Yes, he re- 
plied, and on that day you shut off all 
pleasure from the people and pleasure 
should go with rest. 


This supreme anarchist looks upon the 


Debs movement with some lavor. In 
his editorial work on the "Freineit," New 
York, he gives it some indorsement. He 
considers that though movements like 
that of Debs the people will get an edu- 
cation and receive an awakening that 
they will never get through the Republi- 
can, Democratic or Populist parties. He 
advises anarchists to associate with so- 
cialists and enter into 
their leagues 


for the purpose of grafting anarchy 
on to socialism, but he does not expect 
nor hope a co-operative commonwealth. 
He wants men to throw off all yoke, live 
in groups acd enjoy in common the fruit 
of common 'abtor. When they arrive at 
that he says there will be no thought of 
digging for diamonds. 


Herr Most had said that in the conver- 


sation that followed the address at the 
grove some people pressed him for a 
statement of the anarchists attitude 
towards marriage. He was asked if he 
would not give it again. He replied that 
the 
anarchists were 
advocates 
of 


free 
love, for the reason that there 


was no other kind of love. When a 
man and woman unite their 
lives 


because of love nothing can .separate 
them, and tthat is free love, but when they 
do not love no social compact can bind 
them harmoniously together. So in mar- 
riage as in property the anarchist ad- 
vocates the freest relation and action. 


As Herr Most spoke he puffed at a re- 


fractory cigar and sat upon a rude fence 
some tenant had erected to keep the users 
of the highway from trespassing on the 
few inches he had set with flowers to 
satisfy his esthticism which might ex- 
tend to diamonds, and showed he had a 
sense of property right. It is a question 
whether that man would be, aa Herr Most 
declared he would, entirely unselfish if his 
situation in life was in an anarchist's col- 
ony where Herr Most says there would be 
no incentive to selfishness. And as Herr 
Most drew to the end ot his argument and 
the peaceful night was fast gathering over 
he crowd of men. women and children 
that had gathered to again hear their hero 
speak one man, for the benefit of the re- 
porter began a series of questions. 


"Did you see beer sold at the grove 


Herr Most?" 


"No," replied the anarchist. 
"Was there a 'cop' there?" 
"I believe there was one special there, 


but the people were quiet," 


"Now," said the man with considerable 


satisfaction. 


And there, in the face of the greatest 


anarchist was disclosed a pride in the ob- 
servance of law that Herr Most did not 
stamp out.

The criminal sitting of the superior 


court began this morning at 11 o'clock, 
with the session of the grand jury, which 
cornea in at that hour. Judge Dewey will 
go up from Great Barrington and send the 
panel out. it being the same grand jury as 
sat last January. Horace A. Tower of 
this city is the foreman. There ia consid- 
erable business to come before the grand 
jury besides the jail list, as there are 
many persons out on bail awaiting indict- 
ment. In some of these cases arrange- 
ments are being made to effect settlement 
with District Attorney Gardner later on. 
The case against Dr. B. H. Neefus is prob. 
ably the most important indictment to be 
considered, and it is hinted that there will 
be strong evidence against him. 


The North Adams list is unusually 


small. There are only 11 cases and about 
seven appealed cases. Several of these 
will be settled out of court it is expected. 
Clifcf Kendall, Captain Dineen and several 
ofUcers went to Pittsfleld this morning. 


The grand jury room in the basement of 


the court-house ia poorly ventilated and 
in former years when the weather has 
been oppressive the grand jurors have ad- 
journed to the probate court room, and 
sometimes to the main court-room up- 
stairs.

COMMUNICATION, 


Rank Injustice Charged. 


EDITOB TBANSCKIPT:—While our citi- 


zens are looking with pride and pleasure 
on a new garbage wagon and comparing 
presentservioe with the past, I would like 
to aslt if the party receiving $3,500 should 
not furnish better wagons and give better 
service than one who worked for the 
smaller sum of $2,000. To those most 
prominent in criticising my work i would 
say perhaps I did as well as most could do 
with such limited pay. It is impossible 
for two wagons to do satisfactorily a work 
which requires three or more. 


This method of collecting garbage is a 


new venture for this city and was new to 
me. In work of such magnitude, requir- 
ing so much care and attention, you 
should not look for perfection the first 
year. I expected another year's trial 
when with increased pay and better facil- 
ities, I hoped to bring this work to a 
higher standard. This opportunity was 
given another, and he reaps the benefit of 
my experience, for which I paid so dearly. 
I made request for more pay. The request 
seemed both reasonable and proper, when 
we realize that the work :a now double 
what it was one year ago when I made my 
estimate of the labor. I only asked fair 
compensation for services. Is this so flag- 
rant an ofl'enae that I should pass un- 
noticed and my bid be opened only to be 
consigned to the waste basket? 


Only for the repeated solicitation of one 


member of the board of health, I shonld 
not have left a paying business to engage 
in this enterprise. How well this member 
has sustained me is shown by existing 
facts. My bid for contacting garbage the 
present year was $500 los. than my succes- 
sor's and some doiiars less than any given 
in this season, little more than one year 
ago I was informed 
one 
evening 


after 
9 o'clock, that 
I 
had 
been 


awarded the 
contract for collecting 


garbage and was expected to assume its 
duties the following morning. My suc- 
cessor instead of purchasing my wagons is 
given 30 days to prepare for the work and 
I am compelled to carry along the busi- 
ness another month at a money loss of 53 
a day. 


Fortunately I realized the financial re- 


suit of of my calling before kind and will- 
ing friends were drawn into this whirl- 
pool of expense, and on me and me alone 
falls the pecuniary loss. Some weeks my 
expenses have been $20 more than my in- 
come. I have expended more than fl,500 
in fitting for this work, and now I am out 
of it. 


Make my salary $3,500 and I, too, can 


purchase "up-to-date" wagons, and can 
well afford to burn the old ones, if they 
are so unsightly and so objectionable to 
the public, as some would have us believe 
they are. Should it be argued that I had 
no convenient dumping grounds, I should 
reply, "I have secured two grounds, 
either of which are as convenient of ac- 
cess as those of W. A. Ballou." 


Now, after one year's service let us sum 


up the situation: I find myself burdened 
with a garbage putfit, out of business, 
funds exhausted, but am ever grateful that 
I have sympathizing friends who with me 
wonder that this is thus, and with one 
voice exclaim, "Where has justice hidden 
herself?"
